The American Institute of Chemists, Inc. 


CONSTITUTION 
This Constitution consists of the following Articles : 
Article I—Name and Objectives 
Article 1I—Membership 
Article I111—Officers and Manner of Election 
Article 1V—Directors 
Article V—Committees 
Article VI—Chapters 
Article VII—Amendments 
Article VIII—By-Laws 


ARTICLE I 
Name and Objectives 
Section 1. The name of this organization shall be The American 
Institute of Chemists. 
Sec. 2. Its objectives shall be to advance the profession of chemis- 
try in the United States of America. 
To this end it will: 

(1) Provide and enforce a code of principles of professional 
conduct which merits public esteem and justifies confidence in the 
integrity of the chemist ; 

(2) Establish and maintain a standard of proficiency of such 
excellence as to insure competent and efficient service ; 

(3) Secure an adequate basic training for the profession, and 
admit to fellowship in the Institute only those of proved education, 
experience, competency, and character ; 

(4) Strive to enhance the prestige and distinction of the profes- 
sion so as to extend its influence and usefulness ; 

(5) Establish and maintain a register of its membership in which 
there will be a complete record of the training, experience, and fit- 
ness for service of each individual member ; 

(6) Seek to improve the economic status of the profession by 
coéperating with employers to secure a satisfactory appreciation and 
evaluation of the services of the chemist; 
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(7) Provide a means for the appropriate recognition of dis- 
tinguished service to the profession ; 

(8) Codéperate with all the agencies serving chemistry to make 
the profession of chemistry a powerful factor in the advancement o/ 
intellectual and material progress in the United States of America, 
to the end that this nation shall assume its rightful place as a 
leader among the nations of the world in scientific thought and 
accomplishment ; 

(9) Lend support to the work of the chemical societies in the 
education of the public to a better appreciation of the contribution of 
the chemist to world progress ; and 

(10) Render such other services to the profession as develop- 
ments shall warrant and The American Institute of Chemists shall 
approve. 


ARTICLE II 
Membership 


Section 1. The membership of the Institute shall consist of (1) 
Honorary Members; (2) Life Members; (3) Fellows; (4) Associates; 
(5) Juniors; (6) Student Members. 

Sec. 2. All members of The American Institute of Chemists shall 
be citizens of the United States of America. 

Sec. 3. Student Members shall consist of those who have attained 
the fourth year in chemistry or chemical engineering in an educationa! 
institution of recognized standing. 

Sec. 4. Juniors shall consist of those who have received the bachelor’s 
degree, or its equivalent, on completion of four years in chemistry or 
chemical engineering in an educational institution of recognized standing. 

Sec. 5. Associates shall consist of those who have had a minimu 
of six years of collegiate and post-graduate work in chemistry or chemica! 
engineering, at least two years of which training must be of an advance:! 
nature, or those who can demonstrate to the satisfaction of the Counc 
that they have the equivalent of this educational training as provide! 
in Section 8. 

Sec. 6. Fellows shall consist of those who have the qualificatior 
of Associates and an additional five years of experience and respons 
bility in the practice of the profession. Those who received the 
academic training prior to 1926 may substitute two years of profession: 
experience for the two years of graduate study. 

Sec. 7. Applications for membership shall be made in writing © 
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‘ce form approved by the Council. These applications shall be sub- 
itted to the Council. Approval by the Council, after due investigation 
ill have been made, shall constitute election of the applicant, and 
s name shall be placed upon the roll by the Secretary. 

Sec. 8. The Council is empowered to consider and accept qualifica- 
tons other than those above set forth and to provide such means of 
certaining the qualifications of prospective members as it may deem 


sirable, or as the Institute shall direct. 

Sec. 9. Voting power in the Institute shall be vested exclusively in 
the Fellows. Associates, Juniors, and Student Members may attend 

meetings and may have the privilege of the floor. Associates, Juniors, 
and Student Members shall receive all publications and notices of the 
Institute. 

Sec. 10. The name of any member may be dropped from the roll 
tor failure to pay his dues within a year from date due, or for cause, 
hy a two-thirds vote of the Council, after due notification and an oppor- 
tunity to be heard has been given him. 


ARTICLE III 
Officers and Manner of Election 

Section 1. The officers of the Institute shall be: 

a A President, a Vice-president, a Treasurer, and a Secretary. 

» A Council composed of the President, Vice-president, Treasurer, 

and Secretary of the Institute, nine Councilors-at-large, and a 
representative from each chapter. 
A Board of Directors, composed of the President, Vice-president, 
Treasurer, and Secretary of the Institute, e.-officio, and the nine 
Councilors-at-large, elected in the manner prescribed in Section 2 
of this Article. 

The foregoing officers and three Directors or Councilors-at-large 
shall be elected at the Annual Meeting and shall hold office until their 
successors have been elected and installed. The chapter representative 
shall be elected annually by each chapter. 

Sec. 2-a. The term of office of the officers shall be two years; that 

i the nine Directors or Councilors-at-large shall be three vears. Vacan- 
‘ies among the Councilors-at-large or among the officers shall be filled 
by the Council, the Councilor-at-large or officer so appointed to serve 

util the next Annual Meeting. 

Sec. 2-b. The officers, excepting the Secretary, and the nine Direc- 
‘ors or Councilors-at-large shall not be eligible to serve more than two 
“iccessive terms in the same office or capacity. 
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Sec. 3. The Council shall elect an Executive Secretary who shi!! 
also act as an executive officer under the direction of the Council, and 
who may be the Secretary. 

Sec. 4. The Council shall also be empowered to elect or appoint 
such other agents or employees as may be necessary for the proper con- 
duct of the affairs of the Institute. 

Sec. 5. The two immediately preceding past presidents of the 
Institute shall be ex-officio members of the Council. 


ARTICLE IV 
Directors 
Section 1. The Directors shall be the legal representatives of the 
Institute, shall have charge of the property and financial affairs of the 
Institute and shall perform such duties as are prescribed by law governing 
directors of corporations. Their meetings shall be held at the call of the 
President of the Institute, or any three Directors. 


ARTICLE V 


Committees 

Section 1. The following regular standing committees shall be 
elected by the Council: 

Professional Education 
Ethics 
Qualifications 

Other committees may be established by the Council or may be author- 
ized by the Institute. 

Sec. 2. There shall be a Jury of Medal Award consisting of the 
President, the three immediately preceding Past Presidents, and the 
Secretary. 

Sec. 3. There shall be a Committee on Nominations consisting of 
the President and Secretary of the Institute and the Chairmen of al! 
of the Local Chapters. 

Sec. 4. The President shall be ex-officio a member of all con- 
mittees. 


ARTICLE VI 
Chapters 


Section 1. Local chapters may be established by the Counc 
on written request of ten Fellows residing in the territory in whic | 
the local chapter is desired. Each chapter shall elect its own office: s 
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d provide such rules for its government as are not inconsistent with 
t-e Constitution and By-laws of the Institute and the general constitu- 
ton for local chapters approved by the Council. The local chapters 
s\all receive for local use such portion of their annual dues as may be 
authorized by the Council or directed by the Institute. Any local 
ciapter may be dissolved by the Council when such action shall be 
deemed to be for the benefit of the Institute. 

Sec. 2. Student chapters may be established by the Council as 
provided in the By-laws. 


ARTICLE VII 
Amendments 
Section 1. The Secretary shall submit to the Fellows any proposal 

to amend the Constitution of the Institute which shall be proposed by 

ten or more Fellows of the Institute in good standing, or by the Council. 

Sec. 2. All such proposals to amend must be submitted in writing 
to the Secretary of the Institute at least sixty days before the Annual 
Meeting at which the proposal is to be presented for action. 

Sec. 3. A copy of every proposal to amend shall be mailed to every 
Fellow of the Institute at least thirty days before the Annual Meeting 
at which it is to be presented for action. 

Sec. 4. Every proposal to amend, duly made in the above manner, 
shall be laid before the Annual Meeting for discussion and vote. If the 
proposed amendment is approved by a two-thirds vote of the Fellows 
present, such proposed amendment shall be submitted to mail vote of 
the Fellows of the Institute for ratification. 

Sec. 5. The ratification ballots shall be valid only if received by 
the Secretary within thirty days from the date of mailing, and approval 
by two-thirds of the valid votes shall constitute ratification. 


ARTICLE VIII 
By-laws 

Section 1. The Council is empowered to adopt such By-laws for 
the proper government of the affairs of the Institute as do not conflict 
with this Constitution. 

Sec. 2. A By-law must be approved by a majority of those present 
t two successive Council meetings to become effective. Notice of pro- 
osed changes of the By-laws must be incorporated in the call for the 
econd of such Council meetings.

ARTICLE I 
Duties of Officers 
Section 1. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all 
meetings of the Council and of the Institute.

ing of the Directors, or at least five members of the Council for a 
meeting of the Council, or of twenty-five Fellows of the Institute for a 
meeting of the Institute. 

Sec. 2. In the absence of the President, the Vice-president or other 
member of the Council designated by the Council shall preside. 

Sec. 3. The duties of the Treasurer and of the Secretary shall |e 
those usually appertaining to such offices. The Secretary, in addition 
to performing the usual duties of that office, shall discharge such other 
duties as may be imposed upon him by the Council. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the directors are those set forth in Article 1V 
of the Constitution. 


ARTICLE II 
Council 
Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Council to act as an adviso y 
board in every matter pertaining to the policy of the Institute, to ke p 
a record of its proceedings and report to the Institute at each Annv il 
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'eeting. The Council shall exercise all functions requisite for the 
irposes of the Institute. 

Sec. 2. The Council shall adopt an annual budget showing the 
oney appropriated for the purposes of the Institute and estimating the 
venue for the ensuing year. The budget shall be submitted to the 
rectors for approval, and upon approval by them shall be considered 


e budget for the ensuing year. No debts shall be contracted nor money 
pended without the prior approval of the directors. No payments 
all be made by the Treasurer without authority of the Council. 

Sec. 3. The Chapter representative to the National Council shall 
resent to and advocate before said Council all matters submitted to 
im by the Chapter for such presentation. He shall make a full report 
if such National Council actions as are of interest to the Chapter at 


ach business meeting of the Chapter. 

Sec. 4. Any member of the National Council who shall be absent 
from his duties for three successive meetings without satisfactory 
excuse in writing shall be declared by the Council to have vacated his 
office at its next subsequent regular meeting and the Council shall 
immediately appoint another member of the Institute to fill the office thus 


vacated until the next annual meeting. 


ARTICLE III 
Audit 

The accounts of the Institute shall be audited by two auditors 

appointed by the President, who shall report at each Annual Meeting. 

The books and accounts shall be submitted by the Treasurer for audit 

at least three days preceding the date of the Annual Meeting. 


ARTICLE IV 
Committees 
Section 1. The Committee on Professional Education shall study 

nd formulate an approved curriculum for the study of chemistry and 

hemical engineering and strive to secure conformity to such curriculum 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Ethics to consider 
uch changes as may be desirable in the code of ethics, to investigate all 
infractions of such code and to present a full statement of findings in 
nstances of infraction to the National Council. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Qualifications Committee to 
onsider the qualifications of applicants for membership in the Institute. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Nominations to 
notify the Secretary of the Institute, at least ninety days before each 
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annual meeting, of such Fellows as in its opinion are qualified for each 
office and councilorship to be filled at the next annual meeting. The 
Secretary of the Institute shall accompany each nomination blank with 
a list of such proposed names, with notice that they have been suggested 
by the Committee on Nominations. 

Sec. 5. The duties of all other committees shall be those indicated 
by the title or by the resolutions under which such committee was 
constituted. 

ARTICLE V 
The Medal of The American Institute of Chemists 

Section 1. A gold medal may be presented by The American 
Institute of Chemists under the conditions hereinafter set out. This 
medal shall be known as the medal of The American Institute oj 
Chemists. The date of the founding of the medal shall be 1925, and 
the founding shall be for the purpose of stimulating activities of service 
to the science of chemistry or the profession of chemist. 

Sec. 2. The Jury of Medal Award of The American Institute of 
Chemists shall have five members, each of whom, at the time of the 
award, shall be a member of The American Institute of Chemists. The 
Jury shall consist of the active President of The American Institute of 
Chemists, the three immediately preceding eligible Past Presidents of 
The American Institute of Chemists, and the Secretary of The American 
Institute of Chemists. Each member shall have but one vote. The 
senior Past President member of the Jury shall be the Chairman thereof, 
and the Secretary of The American Institute of Chemists shall be the 
Secretary of the Jury. Three members shall constitute a quorum. The 
vote shall be cast by ballot. No votes shall be cast by proxy, but the 
votes may be taken by mail. 

Sec. 3. The award shall be made by a majority vote of the Jury 
of Medal Award. The award shall be made for noteworthy an: 
outstanding service to the science of chemistry or the profession o 
chemist in America. 

Sec. 4. The Jury of Medal Award shall meet upon call of th 
chairman. 

Sec. 5. The Jury of Medal Award of The American Institute 0° 
Chemists shall have power to decide any question or questions mn 
specifically covered by these rules. 


ARTICLE V-2 
Student Medals of The American Institute of Chemists 
Section 1. Medals of bronze or other suitable metal may b: 
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‘esented by The American Institute of Chemists under the conditions 
+ forth hereinafter. These medals shall be known as Student Medals 
The American Institute of Chemists and be given in recognition of 
idership, excellence in scholarship, and character, for the purpose of 
-\imulating interest in the science of chemistry and the profession of 
chemist. 

Sec. 2. These awards shall be made by the Council of The American 
Institute of Chemists, upon the recommendation of the respective 
(hapters. 

Sec. 3. The award shall be to a senior who is majoring in chemistry 
at an educational institution of recognized standing. 

Sec. 4. The Council shall determine the number of such awards 
to be made in each year, and not more than one award shall be con- 
ferred in an educational institution in a given year. 

Sec. 5. The recipient of the award in each educational institution 
shall be recommended from the graduating class thereof by the chemistry 
faculty, in collaboration with the respective Chapter, or in the event 
that ‘a Chapter is not closely located then in collaboration with the 
Council of The American Institute of Chemists. They shall be guided 
in their selection equally by scholarship, and by the personal qualities 
of integrity and leadership. 

Sec. 6. The award shall be made preferably at the graduating exer- 
cises of the class of the recipient and by a Fellow of the Institute. 
However, the Council may, in its discretion, arrange the presentation in 
some other appropriate manner. 

Sec. 7. The award of the Student Medal shall carry with it Junior 
membership in the Institute for one year. 

Sec. 8. The cost of the medals shall be borne by the Chapter making 
the recommendations. 


ARTICLE VI 
Meetings of the Institute 


Section 1. There shall be a regular Annual Meeting of the 
institute at such time and place as shall be determined by the Council 
or by vote of the Institute. The fiscal year of the Institute shall end 
with the thirtieth day of April of each year. 

Sec. 2. Notice of each Annual Meeting of the Institute shall be 
sent to each member at his last known address at least thirty days 
before each meeting. 

Sec. 3. Other meetings of the Institute may be held as provided 
vy the Council, to promote the purposes of the Institute. 
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Sec. 4. Chapter meetings may be held as may be provided by their 
own regulations. 

Sec. 5. Meetings may be held by Student Members as authorize: 
by the nearest Chapter of the Institute. 


ARTICLE VII 
Meetings of the Council and Directors 


Section 1. Regular meetings of the Council shall be held as the 
members may determine. 

Sec. 2. Notice of meeting of the Council shall be sent to each 
member at his last known address. Such notice shall contain a concise 
statement of the business to be transacted. 

Sec. 3. Special meetings of the Council may be called as provided in 
Article 1, Section 1, of these By-laws. 

Sec. 4. In lieu of a special meeting of the Council, the President 
may submit any question to the Council for vote by correspondence, 
and any action approved in writing by not less than two-thirds of the 
whole membership shall be declared by the President an act of the 
Council, and shall be recorded in the minutes of the Council. 

Sec. 5. Meetings of the Board of Directors shall be held as provided 
in Article IV of the Constitution. For all meetings of the Board oi 
Directors, notice shall be given by the Secretary to the members o/ 
said board at least one week prior to the date of said meetings and the 
notice of said meeting or meetings shall contain a statement of th« 
business to be transacted. 


ARTICLE VIII 
Quorum 


Section 1. Twenty-five Fellows of the Institute shall constitute 
quorum for the transaction of any business duly presented at any meeting 
of the Institute. 

Sec. 2. Five members of the Council shall constitute a quorum © 
the Council. 

Sec. 3. Seven Directors shall constitute a quorum for all meeting 
of the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE IX 


Nomination and Election of Officers and Councilors 
Section 1. Nomination blanks shall be sent by the Secretary to a 
Fellows at least sixty days preceding each Annual Meeting. The: 
blanks shall indicate the positions to be filled, and must be return 
within fourteen days thereafter. The returned blanks shall be canvass« 
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two tellers appeinted for that purpose by the President, who shall 

‘rtify the list of nominees te the Secretary. 

Sec. 2. For the election of officers, the Secretary shall prepare and 

nd to each Fellow, at least thirty days before the Annual Meeting, a 

lot containing a list of three nominees for each pusition to be filled, ar- 

inged in the order of the number of nominating votes. For the election 
| Directors or Councilors-at-large the ballot shall contain the names of 

minees, in twice the number to be elected, for each group to be filled, 
rranged in order of the number of nominating votes. Ballots must be 
returned within twenty days thereafter. 

The ballot shall be counted by two tellers appointed for that purpose 
by the President, and the results shall be certified to the Council. The 
person receiving the highest number of votes for each position shall be 
declared elected. In case of a tie vote the decision shall be made by 
hallot at the Annual Meeting. 


ARTICLE X 
Dues 
Section 1. The following shall be the annual dues: Fellows, $5.00; 

\ssociates, $3.00; Juniors, $2.00; Student Members, $2.00. 
The fee for Life Members shall be $100.00, said fee to be set aside 
and distributed to the common fund of the Institute according to the 


decision of the Council. 

Sec. 2. All dues must be paid ‘on or before May first of each year, 
or at the date of election to membership. 

Sec. 3. No member shall be entitled to vote at any meeting when his 
dues shall be sixty days in arrears. 

Sec. 4. Life Members and Fellows, when elected, shall be entitled 
to a certificate setting forth that he or she is a Life Member or Fellow 
of the Institute, but no certificate shall be issued in advance of the 
receipt of dues for the current vear. Certificates of membership must 
be returned to the Council upon termination of membership for any 
cause except death. 


ARTICLE XI 
Use of Title of Fellow and Associate 

Section 1. Life Members and Fellows of the Institute shall be 

ntitled to describe themselves as Fellows of The American Institute 

f Chemists (F.A.1.C.) and Associates, as Associates of The Ameri- 

‘an Institute of Chemists (A.A.1.C.). 
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ARTICLE XII 
Forfeiture of Membership and Reinstatement 

Section 1. A person whose membership shall have been forfeited 
for non-payment of dues or other sum due by him to the Institute may 
be reinstated on such terms and conditions as the Council may impose. 

Sec. 2. A Life Member or Fellow or an Associate renders himself 
or herself liable to expulsion by the Council sitting as trial board if he or 
she transgresses any of the rules and regulations of the Institute. 


ARTICLE XIII 
Order of Business 


Section 1. At all regular meetings of the Council and of the 
Institute the order of business shall be as follows:

. Report of Secretary 
. Report of Treasurer 
. Report of committees 
. Unfinished business 
. Special business 
. New business 
Sec. 2. The rules of parliamentary procedure contained in Robert's 


Rules of Order shall govern all meetings of the Council and Institute. 


ARTICLE XIV 
THE CHEMIST 


The official publication of the Institute shall be called THE 
CHEMIST. The Editor shall be appointed by the Council. 

THE CHEMIST shall be issued monthly. 

The subscription fee to THE CHEMIST shall be two dollars 
($2.00), a year from Members and other subscribers. 
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Code of Ethics 


The American Institute of Chemists 


HE profession of chemistry has become an increasingly impor- 

tant factor in the progress of civilization, and in the welfare of 
the community. Chemists are entitled to the position and authority 
which will enable them to discharge their responsibilities properly 
and to render effective service to humanity. In order that the honor 
and dignity of the profession be advanced and maintained, THE AMER- 
can INstITUTE or CHEMIsTs has prepared the following code to define 
the rules of professional conduct and ethics, binding on its members. 


1. Every individual, on entering the profession of chemistry and 
thereby becoming entitled to full professional fellowship, incurs an 
obligation to advance the science and art of chemistry, to guard and 
uphold its high standard of honor, and to conform to the principles 
of professional conduct. 

2. It is the duty of a chemist to bear his part in sustaining the 
laws, institutions, and burdens of his community. 


3. The chemist shall not knowingly engage in illegal work or 
cooperate with those who are so engaged. 


4. A chemist shall carry on his professional work and act in a 
strict spirit of fairness to employers, contractors, and clients, and in 
a spirit of personal helpfulness and fraternity toward other members 
of the chemical profession. 


5. He shall refrain from associating with or allowing the use of 


his name by any enterprise of questionable character. 


6. Advertising matter containing his name shall be dignified in 
tone and characterized by due scientific restraint. Such advertising 
matter shall not contain any statements which may tend to bring 
himself or his profession into disrepute. Equivocal or false state- 
ments, or statements which are liable to mislead shall not be per- 
mitted. The use of personal photographs or self-laudatory state- 
ments is condemned. If a title is used, it must be definitely char- 
icterized. 


7. He shall coéperate in upbuilding the profession by exchanging 
general information and experience with his fellow chemists, and by 
contributing to the work of technical societies and the technical 
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press, where such information does not conflict with the interests of 
his client or employer. It is very desirab!¢ that the first publication 
regarding inventions or other scientific advances be made throug} 
the technical societies and technical publications and not through the 
public press. Care shall be taken that credit for technical work be 
attributed as far as possible to the real authors of the work. 


8. If in his opinion, work requested of him by clients or employ- 
ers seems to present improbability of successful results, he shall so 
advise before undertaking the work. 


9. He shall be conservative in all estimates, reports, testimony, 
etc., and especially so if these are in connection with the promotion 
of a business enterprise. 


10. He shall not accept compensation, financial, or otherwise, 
from more than one interested party without the consent of all 
parties concerned, and shall not accept commissions from outside 
parties on sales to his client or employer without their knowledge. 
He is, however, in no way debarred from accepting employment from 
more than one employer where there is no conflict of interests. 

11. He shall not use any unfair, improper, or questionable methods 
of securing professional work or advancement, and shall decline to 
pay or accept commissions for securing such work. 


12. He may use all honorable means in competition to secure profes- 
sional employment but shall not, by unfair means, injure directly or 
indirectly the professional reputation, prospects, or business of a fellow 
chemist ; and shall not attempt to supplant a fellow chemist after definite 
steps have been taken toward the latter’s employment. 


13. He shall not knowingly accept employment by a client or 
employer as substitute while the claim for compensation or damage. 
or both, of a fellow chemist previously employed by the same client or 
employer and whose employment has been terminated, remains un- 
satisfied, or until such claim has been referred to arbitration, or issuc 
has been joined at law, or unless the chemist previously employed has 
neglected to press his claim legally. 


14. He shall be diligent in exposing and opposing such errors ai 
frauds as his special knowledge enables him to recognize. 

15. Any infractions of these principles of professional conduc’. 
coming to his attention, shall be reported to the Ethics Committee . 
THe AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF CHEMISTS. 
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16. He shall not attempt to compete with a fellow chemist on the 
‘asis of professional charges, by reducing his usual charges in order to 
iderbid, after being informed of the charges named by the competitor. 


17. He shall not accept any engagement to review the professional 
work (except journal articles and similar scientific publications, and in 
litigation) of a fellow chemist without the knowledge of such chemist, or 
unless the connection of such chemist with the work has been terminated. 


18. When undertaking work for a client or employer, he should enter 
into an agreement regarding the ownership of any and all data, plans, 
improvements, patents, designs, or other records which he may develop 
or discover while in the employ of such a client or employer. This 
agreement should include a restriction of the use of reports for advertise- 
ing purposes. In the absence of a written understanding the following 
principles are held to apply: 


a If a chemist uses information obtainable only from his client or 
employer which is not common knowledge or public property, 
any results in the form of designs, plans, inventions, processes, 
etc., shall be regarded as the property of the employer. 


» If a chemist uses his own knowledge or information or data which 
by prior publication or otherwise are public property, then the 
results in the form of designs, plans, inventions, processes, etc., 
remain the property of the chemist, and the client or employer 
is entitled to their use only in the case for which the chemist 
was retained. 


All work and results accomplished by the chemist outside of the 
field for which he was employed or retained are the property of 
the chemist. 


Special data or information obtained by a chemist from his client 
or employer or which he creates as a result of such information, 
are to be considered confidential, and while it is ethical to use such 
data or information in his practice as forming part of his profes- 
sional experience, its publication without permission is improper. 


e He shall not suppress information or unduly accentuate statements 
in reports for the purpose of making gain or profit to himself or 
others. 


19. He shall as far as possible in consulting work fix fees at a point 
high enough to warrant complete and adequate service. Unreasonably 
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low charges for professional work tend toward inferior and unreliable 
work. In fixing fees it is proper for him to consider: 


a The time and labor involved, the novelty and difficulty of the 
matter, and the experience and skill necessary. 


Whether the employment precludes other employment in similar 
lines or will involve the loss of other business while engaging in 
the particular work. 


Customary charge of chemists for similar services. 


The magnitude of the matter involved, and the benefits resulting 
to the client from the services. 


The character of the employment, whether casual or for an estab- 
lished and constant client. 


20. While it is desirable that chemists engaged in teaching and 
research should be permitted to use their special knowledge and skill 
in direct service to individual clients, it is prejudicial to the welfare of 
the profession for such services to be rendered at rates which ignore 
ordinary costs of equipment, supplies, and overhead expenses. 


21. Having established a fair fee and billed same to a client, he 


should oppose any effort of a client to have such fee reduced without 
real and. sufficient cause. Wherever compatible with self-respect and 
the right to receive a reasonable recompense for services rendered, con 
troversies with clients regarding compensation are to be avoided. There 
should, however, be no hesitation to apply to the courts for redress to 
prevent injustice, imposition, or fraud.
